The reports v.cfo adopted. 1 ha one 
in which most interest centered was 
the report of the Committee on Road 
L.tws. This committee reported that 
nfter examining the different draft* of 
proposck road laws they had agreed to 
report f-r recommendation to the Gen- 
eral As- mbly tho law proposed by the 
Revisory Commission on the 23d day 
of November, 1802, known ns tho 
Sims rend la.v. with several changes of 
minor importance. The report of the 
committee was adopted. 

Tills bill is so broad and flexible ns 
to give to the county or official cart* 
the complete control of the road ,:ies- 
tion. The provision relating to taxa- 
tion is probably the most important. 
The substance of it is that a tax not 
exceeding twenty-five cents mi each 
$100 ami a capitation tax *of not ex- 
ceeding 81.50 shall ho levied each 
year for road purposes, and that the 
funds so raised shall he applied by the 
fiscal amirt to t'nc construction, repair, 
ing and maintenance of public roads, : 
of dirt, stone, gravel, or any other 
material in their discretion. This 
gives the fullest powers to the county 1 
authorities to improve and expand the 
road system, carrying out the prinoi- > 
pie of local self government, which 
seems to he dcinaiuled'by public senti- i 
meut. ,

In the accompanying illrntratiou is 
shown a truck which tho Michigan 
genius who mado it says is out of tlu 
hardiest implements, on Mb fmui. This 
is what he tolls about It in a leV.*,r to the 
Ohio Fftnno/i 

Tiio pictnro show* the truck loaded 
rcaily for tho Hold. It i*» loaded with n 
Diasell plow uml Gale lever hat row. 'Tho 
wheels wero taken from an old mower. 
Tho hind wheels are Koniewh.it larger 
and heavier than tho front ones. This is 
better, ns more than half tlw-lnnd and 
strain rest on tho rear wheels. Steel stub 
axles are used and tioltcd on tho lower 
side of 4 by 4 white oak axles 4 feet 3 
inches loug. This la for the rent truck, 
mid the front axle is made 3 feet 0 Inches 
in length. Tho steel axles wero made 
from the main driving shahs of tho old 
mowers. Nothing cheaper or tnoro dura- 
ble could bo found for this ptiriioao. Wo 
have used the truck two years, ^nd a re- 
cent examination shows almost no wear 
hi tho boxes. Tho reach, connecting the 
front and rear r.xlo, is about 10} feet 
long. It. is mado of well seasoned wliito 
oak 4 by 4 inches in sizo. It projects 
back of tho rear axle tlireo feet and is 
bolted to it. Tho forward cml of reach 
rests on top of front ulrle. A heavy iron 
band passes underneath, and tho whole 
is connected by a heavy kingbolt, hold 
in place by a key. 

Thu platform Is 7} feet long and 4 feet 
8 inches wide. To support the platform 
throe 0 by 4 white oak pieces cross tho 
reach at about equal distances apart, os 
shown in the picture. At tho outside 
and on top of. those crosspieces two 3»l>y 
1 Ixn! pieces are bolted, with the narrow 
edges up. Between these tho floor of 
platform is laid. From each end of the 
two rear erosopicccs henry iron braces 
(| by 9 inches) extend to lower sido of 
axle. These nro all strongly bolted to- 
gether with j'iueh bolts. Mado in this 
way tho strain of the load rests equally 
on tho ends of tho axlo us well uk on the 
middlo. 

Another advantage in this truck is 
that tho forward wheels can turnaround 
to tho roach in front of tho platform. 
This admits very short turning. Tho 
seat and spring cams from an old reaper. 
The tongue came from an old mowex. 
and is ulso used on tho com marker. 
The front and rear crosspieces extend 
each sido enough to allow tenons to l>o

A FARM TRUCK WAQON. 

1} by 19 inches. A clamp bolt passes 
mound each stake aud through tho side 
piece. When not in use, they can he 
dropped down flush with tho top of side 
pieces. In the picture the right side 
board is taken oif. 

This is a "low down” time!:, and one 
man can load and unload a plow quicker 
and easier than two can lift it. Under- 
neath tho r.eat is a tool box for wreuchc3, 
oil can. otc. At tho rear end of the truck 
is a large ring to attach a disk harrow, 
drill or roller in going to and fro from 
tho liaru to tho Helds. As a test of its 
strength wo have several times piled on 
over n ton of stones and hauled nearly a 
mile. In picking up stone wo tire no 
side boards, aud in union ling wo can 
walk all around the platform and reach 
every Htouo. For hauling sand, gravel 
or manure we use a double bos, and n 
hay rick for hay and straw. This truck 
cost 1110 about for iron, lumber and 
blacksmith work, and 1 made the rest.

Points To Remember During S892 



INCLUDING 



New Point* In Spraying. 

Professor Bailey points out some new 
notions in spraying in American Garden- 
ing which are worth reading and heeding. 
Tho first requisite to spraying is prun- 
ing, else tho spray will not reach all 
parts of tho tree; hence it promotes 
pruning. Labor is cheap when pruning 
is done. It is expensive when spraying 
hi done. Prune in February and March; 
spray in May, Juno and July. Spraying, 
too; must drive com and other tall crops 
from tho orchard. And it will empha- 
size tho importance of level culture. 
Two important facts emphasized are 
that for most fungous diseases the spray 
should bo afiplied before the flowers ap- 
pear and that it pays to spray in a wet 
Reason. Spraying in wet seasons lias been 
discouraged by those who ought to hnvo 
uphold it, for tho wet season is the ono 
in which fungi spread most rapidly and 
in which spraying is moat needed. Pro- 
fessiy Bailey says tliat wo must spray in 
wet years, therefore, if in uo other, mid 
the extra labor of more frequent appli- 
cations is likely to bo liberally repaid by 
tho higher price of fruit in such years. 
So all experience now emphasizes the 
value of tiio arsenical and copper and 
sulphur sprays for every year. There 
Bliould bo no half heartodness, no timidi- 
ty, no procrastination. Lukewarm ar-
